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Motor Truck in 1929 


HERE is no question that the year 1929 will stand out 

in the history of the motor-truck division of the auto- 
motive industry as the greatest period it has ever enjoyed. 
With production figures in hand for the first ten months 
of the year we find that the industry has achieved an output 
of 730,000 vehicle units. These figures include Canadian 
production. 

When we come to analyze the situation in the truck 
field a little further, we discover even more significant facts. 
The sales of motor trucks in the United States during the 
first ten months amounted to about 470,000 units. The 
export field demanded 305,000 units, making a grand tota! 
of 775,000 motor trucks sold during the period ending with 
October, 1929. 

You will note that the 775,000 trucks actually sold give 
an excess of 45,000 units over the ten months’ production. 
In other words it was necessary to draw on stocks to meet 
the actual demand during this part of the year. Undoubt- 
edly the figures for the whole year will show an equally 
satisfactory situation. 

It is probable that the truck industry will end 1929 
with a production record somewhat under the 1,000,000 
mark. It begins the year 1930 under the most happy 
auspices, and there is every reason to look forward to 
another record next year.

Owner Liability 
N a recent decision the Supreme Court of the United States 
affirmed the constitutionality of a Connecticut law which 
held that the owner of a motor vehicle could not be held 
liable for.a guest’s injuries while riding in his car. unless 
the injuries were caused by careless driving or intentional 
“accident.” 
This decision is a really important one and is of interest! 
to every automobile dealer. The tendency of court decisions 
recently has been to hold the car owner liable for his guest's 
injury, thus opening the way for suits that have had serious 
consequences. This decision by the Supreme Court provides 
a means of ending what has been a most unsavory situation. 
There have been cases of suit brought under extreme ly shady 
circumstances and state laws relieving car owners of this 
form of responsibility will new stand the test of constitu- 
tionality.

Engineers Make Studies in Solution 
Of One of Industries’ Most 


Baffling 


wat about this thing called 

upper cylinder lubrication, 
which automotive engineers have 
been struggling with for years? 

To most laymen it is merely a 
name—the lack of valve lubrication, 
reilecting itself in garage pills ana 
poor engine performance 

In simple terms, upper cylinder 
lubrication is applying oil to the 
yalve stems of poppet valve engines 
and to the upper cyiinder walls. | 

While a certain amount of oil is 
carried up to the valve stems and 
the upper walls of the cylinder bar- 
rels by the regular oiling systems, 
the intense heat, automotive engi- 
neers inform us. dissipates this oil 
«td leaves the parts dry. 
after a short time vaive stems wear, 
valves fail to seat properly and the 
performance of the car 1s greatly 
reduced. This is especially nctice- 
able in high compression engines 

In the last few years a number 
of devices have been designed and 
considerable attention given to up- 
per cylinder lubrication by engi- 
neers. One solution of the problem 
has been accomplished by using the 
engine vacuum to force oil from a 
container into the manifold, which 
results in this oil, in its natural 
state. being carried up to the valves, 
valve stems and upper parts of the 
cylinder barrel in a series of waves 
However. certain conditions are at- 
tendant to this 

A preconceived idea by some en- 
gineers was that vy the use of a 
valve-lubricating device oil could be 
injected into the intake manifold. 
where it would atoemize as a spray 
and be carried in this atomized con- 
dition in the “fuel streamor” and 

hence into the combustion area, 
where it did its work 

fter many e.1ausiive tests. en- 
gineers for the Warner-Patterson 
Company found this generally ac- 
cepted theory was erroneous. and 
further tests proved that the lubri- 
cant neither becomes an atomized 
spray nor rides the fuel stream from 
the intake manifold up.

Ji NGINEERING genius has cnce 

more been called upon by the 
merchandising genius of the auto- 
mobile industry to provide it with 
a bonafide sales argument for the 
coming year in motordom. Engi- 
neers can be proud of the manner 
and measure in which they have 
responded 

For the layman who thinks that 
his last year car was the zenith of 
perfection, there are 
many surprises in store. Perhaps, 
it was the most nearly perfect cre- 
ation for 1929, but another year has 
rolled around, and the mere flick 
of Father Time's thum) has turned 
over another leaf revealing innova- 
tions in engine design and chassis 
arrangement that are startling. 

The improvements for 1930 cars 
are more numerous in the popular 
cars than for several years back, 
but many of these advances are not 
at once obvious. Many are internal 
and not visible, such as new gear 
sets, cylinder and piston construc- 
tion, ete 

The visitor at the show, both the 
layman and the man of mechanical 
turn of mind, always is interested 
in the relative advantages of the 
six and eight-cyclinder engines. Re- 
lative to the number of cylinders, 
the trend toward the eight con- 
tinues, specification tables indicat- 
ing twenty-eight makes of sixes and 
twenty-three of eights 

One well-known manufacturer, 
however, now offers his leading 
model with a six or eight-cylinder 
power plant. Another volume man- 
ufacturer has chosen an eight for 
his largest model. As an exception 
to the rule. one producer, after 
building nothing but eights for 
some time. now offers a six. A twin 
sight has been announced 

Two new front drive models 
which appeared on the market this 
year have eight-cylinder engines. 
Production methods, plus modern 
machine tools. have enabled pro- 
duction cf an eight in the so-called 
medium-price class. It is 
that the last minute announce- 
ments of new models will introduce 
more eizhts. 

Methods for obtaining greater 
horsepower, which is a feature for 
1930, are varied.
